ing  Jeremy  Taylor.  When  they  meet  with  the  ' 
Church  though  they  are  prompt  and  efficient  in  its 
business,  especially  in  its  discipline,  they  take 
more  pleasure  in  a  devotional,  than  in  a  delibera¬ 
tive  meeting.  They  are  not  those  who  love  dis¬ 
cussion  and  management  but  a  spirit  of  earnest, 
fervent,  disinterested,  and  simple-hearted  piety. 
They  are  zealous  for  the  purity  of  the  Church  as 
well  as  for  the  conversion  of  sinners ;  they  would 
regard  it  as  tending  more  to  its  real  welfare,  to 
have  an  unworthy  member  cut  oflT,  than  to  receive 
a  number  of  merely  “  hopeful”  converts.  Their 
influence  comes  down  upon  their  brethren,  like 
dew  up<»n  Hermon ;  the  Church  rises  fair  as  the 
moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army 
with  banners.  Yes,  it  is  terrible  to  hypocrites; 
they  rannot  live  in  such  a  Church  ;  they  will  eith¬ 
er  seek  a  dismission,  or  make  their  hypocrisy  and 
sin  manifest  and  be  cut  off*.  It  is  terrible  to  the 
enemies  of  God  around  them,  and  still  more  so  to 
the  gates  of  hell.  Their  minister  is  greatly  en¬ 
couraged;  he  is  more  spiritually  minded  He 
rises  over  the  congregation  like  a  cloud  full  of 
rain.  Each  of  the  Church,  awakened  in  their  tiiin 
by  his  example  and  exhortations,  becomes  a  min¬ 
ister  of  God  to  sinners  ;  benevolent  efiurts  of  all 
kinds  arise  higher  and  higher,  and  the  influence  of 
(hat  band  of  Christians  is  without  measure  and 
without  end.  What  is  the  cause?  Its  leading 
members  are  men  of  spiritual  refleciion.  They 
commune  with  their  own  hearts  and  with  God  in 
proportion  to  their  temptation  from  their  religious 
and  secular  business.  In  short  they  awake  with 
God.  The  secret,  then,  of  this  mi^ty  influence 
that  reaches  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  that  makes 
the  heavens  how,  and  its  richest  blessings  come 
down,  is  spiritual  reflection.  How  great  the  ef¬ 
fects  !  If  Jeremy  Taylor  were  speaking  upon  the

Of  this  popular  English  preacher  and  writer 
there  is  a  notice  in  the  Biblical  Repository,  which 
the  numerous  readers  of  his  works  will  peruse  with 
pleasure. 

When  I  wa*  in  England  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
visiting^hira  at  his  residence  in  Bath,  and  afterw  ard 
passed  several  days  in  his  companv  at  Bistnl ;  and 
1  can  truly  say,  tliat  few  persons  of  whom  1  have 
known  little  or  much,  have  ever  left  on  my  mind 
so  delightful  an  impression  re.spocling  their  char¬ 
acter.  Nevertheless,  I  fear  1  .shall  be  able  but 
vary  imperfectly  to  meet  the  object  of  your  request. 
The  few  facts  which  I  know  respecting  him,  and 
(be  general  impression  which  I  oollerted  from  the 
short  acquaintance  to  which  I  have  referred,  I  will 
give  you  as  they  occur  to  me. 

Mr.  Jay,  if  I  have  been  correctly  informed,  was 
born  of  very  obscure  parentage,  in  a  town,  the 
same  of  whiok  I  Hn  noi  nr.w  recollect,  not  very  re¬ 
mote  from  the  place  of  his  present  re.*.ia,-..^... 
The  earliest  incident  of  his  life  that  1  have  heard, 
was  his  being  taken  up  and  educated  by  the  Rev.

(he  long  catalogue  of  illustrious  men.  especially 
amongst  the  clergy,  who  lived  between  the  reigns 
of  Elizabeth  and  George  the  III.,  and  the  flood  of 
their  intellectual  glory  breaks  upon  the  mind,  we 
feel  aa  in  a  dream  uftci  listening  to  a  description 
of  the  evening  heavens  in  a  somhorn  hvmiaphnf^ 
We  know  that  many  will  plead  that  this  age  is 
more  practised,  a  w  ord  which,  in  vulgar  use,  dis- 
is  employed  fiy  thousaiitls'ds'Tflk  bviff 
swerable  argument  for  sacrificing  matters  of  taste 
and  intellectual  delight  to  sensuous  utility.  I 
would  dig  down  Parnassus  to  help  McAdamise  a 
road,  and  underlay  the  foundations  of  Castalix  and 
Arethusa  with  acqueducts.  And  there  are  many 
good- men  who  are  satisfied  that  things  should  be 
as  they  now  are,  because,  they  say,  this  is  a  vork- 
ing  age  preparatory  to  the  millenium.

association  of  ministers,  and  was  particularly  at¬ 
tracted  by  the  uncommonly  interesting  and  devout 
appearance  of  a  little  hoy  whom  he  observed  in  the 
congregation.  This  boy  proved  to  bo  M  illiam 
Joy;  and  Mr.  W’inter,  immediately  resolved  that, 
if  Providence  should  seem  to  favor  it,  he  w  ould 
make  an  effort  to  bring  him  into  the  ministry. — 
The  boy  was  delighted  with  the  proposal,  and  his 
parents  readily  consented  to  it ;  and  he  was  ir.  iie- 
diaicly  taken  into  Mr.  Winter’s  family,  with  a  view 
to  be  trained  for  the  sacred  office.  Winter  is 
said  to  have  regarded  him  with  more  than  parental 
fsndncss  ;  and  to  have  been  impressed  from  the 
beginning  with  the  conviction,  that  in  educating 
this  youth  he  was  rendering  a  most  important  ser¬ 
vice  lo  the  Church.  Jay  has  fully  reciprocated 
the  warm  attachment  of  his  venerable  friend  and 
benefactor,  and  never  speaks  of  him  but  with  filial 
gratitude  and  veneration.  I  remember  to  have 
heard  him  say,  that  he  had  known  hut  one  man 
who  had  apparently  so  much  heavciily-mindedness 
as  Mr.  Winter,  and  that  was  .John  Newton.  Mr. 
Jay  began  to  preach  w’hile  he  was  a  mere  boy  ;  for 
Robert  Hall  informed  me,  that  at  the  age  of  six¬ 
teen  his  popularity  as  a  pn  achor  was  so  great,  that 
he  was  advertised  in  the  public  papers  as  ”  the 
prodigy.”  At  an  early  period  he  was  settled  in 
Bath,  where  he  has  remained,  the  pastor  of  a  large 
and  flourishing  Independent  Church,  ever  since. — 
There  is  no  minister  of  any  denomination  in  that 
part  of  England,  perhaps  not  in  any  part  of  it,  who

The  Sundays  of  (he  Popish  lowfcr  or¬ 
ders  of  that  country  (I  speak  from  actual  observa¬ 
tion)  are  uniformly  spent  in  the  grossest  coarse¬ 
ness  and  terrible  dissipation.  Frequently  immense 
crowds  assemble  from  miles  on  all  sides,  to  enjoy 
the  frolic  of  a  pitched  battle,  or  to  exercise  them¬ 
selves  at  public  games.  I  myself  have  seen 
wittbin  a  mile  of  Dublin  some  thousands  collected 
on  a  Sunday  to  witness  the  spectacle  of  a  hurling 
match,  with  the  savage  interludes  of  wrsstling 
feats.

There  ewre 
persons  even  in  our  community,  who  learned  from 
them  to  rail  against  man’s  effeminate  inventions, 
and  who  even  gave  them  up  ;  in  which  self  denial, 
they  went  considembly  further  than  their  masters. 
All  this  was  done  by  e.xaggerating  the  evils  inci- 
I  dent  to  social  life,  and  by  showing  nothing  but  its 
I  evils  ; — and  it  was  no  wondar,  if  fraud  and  faUe- 
I  hood,  treachery  and  death,  without  a  single  bles¬ 
sing  set  over  against  them,  should  cover  the  world 
with  gloom.  Men  however,  suchjs  their  origin¬ 
ality  in  discovering  evils  where  they  exist,  and 
creating  them  where  they  do  not,  hardly  need  the 
aid  of  eloquent  pena  in  this  enterprise.  We  are 
constantly  meeting  with  those  who,  by  fixing  their 
eyes  on  some  one  dark  point  in  (he  prospect,  have 
lost  all  perception  of  its  general  brightness.  Let 
a  man  be  unpleasantly  struck  with  the  evil-speak¬ 
ing,  lying,  and  slandering,  which,  considering  the 
nature  of  man,  must  be  found  somewhere,  and 
found  of  course  in  social  life,  if  found  at  all ;  let 
him  forget  the  happiness  and  improvement  which 
result  from  (he  communion  of  mind  with  mind  and 
of  heart  with  heart,  and  he  may  easily  persuade 
himself,  (hat  it  is  better  to  flee  into  the  wilderness, 
and  may  even  die  in  this  conviction,  more  espe¬ 
cially  if  be  never  bring  it  to  the  trial.  Let  any  one 
consider  the  inconveniences  of  liberal  hospitality, 
and  be  may  easily  convince  himself,  that  the  hope 
of  entertaining  angels  occasionally,  is  more  than 
outweighed  by  (be  certainty  of  receiving  way-farers 
of  an  opposite  description.  Let  any  one  think 
upon  the  waywardness  of  children  ;  let  his  ears  tin¬ 
gle  with  their  cries,  of  every  key,  from  the  sullen 
whimper  to  the  desperate  roar,  and  he  may  soon 
destroy  all  the  beautiful  associations  connected 
with  the  morning  of  our  days.

The  reason 
why  lawyers  exert  so  much  influence,  is,  because 
they  are  entitled  to  that  influence  from  their  supe¬ 
rior  industry,  their  superior  eloquence — and  e/o- 
quence  in  a  republic  is  a  mighty  weapon,  com- 
uanding  the  people  themselves.  And  lawyers 
tpill  have  this  influence,  in  spite  of  all  combina¬ 
tions,  so  long  as  they  are  entitled  to  it  by  their  ex¬ 
ertions,  and  no  longer.  Let  the  ambitious  voung 
man  then,  no  matter  what  he  his  occupation,  quali¬ 
fy  himself  as  the  lawyer  qualifies  himself,  and  the 
people  from  their  very  prejudices,  will  ever  give 
him  a  pre-eminence.  He  can  ho  as  eloquent,  for 
the  same  books  are  open  to  him,  as  are  open  to  ’ 
the  lawyer.  He  has  more  unoccupied  hours. 
Debating  clubs  are  fields  for  practice.  He  is  ev¬ 
er  with  the  people.  He  can  rally  around  him  more 
supporters.  His  call  will  be  listened  to  with  more 
Soin«  of  tho  moat  aloqiient  men  in  Eu¬ 
rope  have  never  practiced  an  hour  at  the  bar.

*  folly  to  be  wise’  on  this  subject,  it  is  still  greater 
folly  to  try  to  make  others  wise,  for  no  one  will  feel 
the  least  gratitude  for  being  enlightened ;  men  will 
feel  towards  the  author  like  (he  Hindoo  towards 
the  philospher  who  showed  him  that  ho  was  per¬ 
petually  violating  his  Pythagorean  principles  with 
respect  to  animal  life  ;  and  a  writer,  whether  his 
writings  are  addressed  to  truth  or  taste,  can  gain 
no  permanent  favour  with  any  readers  by  the  most 
searching  or  arousing  dissections.  For  if  truth  be 
his  professed  olijeci,  ho  will  bo  met  by  a  convic¬ 
tion,  which  nature  suggests  and  religion  confirms, 
that  ke  who  judges  mankind  niost  charitably  is 
most  likely  to  bo  correct  in  his  conclusions.  Cer¬ 
tain  it  is,  that  those  who  have  known  men  most 
familiarly  have  felt  best  disposed  towards  (hem, 
while  (he  hermit  is  a  misanthorpe  by  profession. 

I  When  Howard  began  his  investigations,  which  so 
many  were  interested  to  resist,  he  was  warned 
(hat  he  would  meet  with  violent  and  desperate  op¬ 
position  ;  be  thought  otherwise,  and  has  left  on  rec¬ 
ord  the  fact,  that  he  never  received  a  word  of  in-  ! 
suit  from  prisoners  nor  from  those  who  kept  them.  { 
In  latter  days,  tender  and  delicate  woman  have 
ventured  among  the  most  abandoned  ot  the  human 
race,  against  (he  earnest  remonstrances  of  those 
who  had  been  familiar  with  the  abodes  of  sin  ;  but 
they  knew  better  ;  they  know  that  the  ice  of  the 
heart  could  be  melted  by  kindness,  even  if  it  had 
been  frozen  for  years ;  those,  it  is  true,  ore  strong 
cases,  but  (hey  show  a  truth  which  holds  good 
through  all  its  graduation.  When  a  writer  gives 
kind  representations  and  inspires  kind  feelings,  we 
give  him  the  credit  of  an  accurate  observer ;  it 
proves  to  us,  that  ho  has  no  disease  in  his  own 
heart  to  intefere  with  his  right  discernment,  or  pre¬ 
vent  tho  indulgence  of  his  better  feelings ;  wo  be¬ 
lieve  in  his  right  to  be  a  philosophical  historian  of 
the  universal  human  heart. 

Such  writers  as  depend  on  popular  taste  for  suc¬ 
cess,  arc  still  more  inter''stcd  to  know  and  regard 
this  law.  They  are  interested  to  place  before 
their  readers  scenes,  which  can  be  recalled  to  mind 
with  satisfaction.  Satire  and  satirical  views  of 
human  character  and  life  are  not  of  this  description; 
however  well  executed,  they  have  at  best  but  a 
suspicious  attraction,  and  nothing  can  renew  it 
when  it  is  once  passed  away.  W'e  can  hardly  re¬ 
member  any  work  of  the  kind  which  retains  a  per- 
j  manent  value.  Swift’s  Gulliver  is  read  as  a  tale, 
but  no  one  ever  thinks  of  its  sarcastic  meaning  ; 
and  those  parts  in  which  the  satire  is  most  obvious 
ore  almost  forgetten.  When  wo  speak  of  words 
which  give  a  gloomy  view  of  life,  we  do  not  in¬ 
clude  such  works  as  Kasselas,  which  represent 
this  world  as  intentionally  darkened,  in  order  to 
aet  the  hopes  of  Christianity  in  a  brighter  light. — 
Mistaken  as  the  theory  is,  the  work  is  written  with 
thoughtful  and  benevolent  feeling  ;  but  we  wonder 
that  Johnson  did  not  remember  how  equally  things 
are  balanced  in  the  order  of  Providence,  and  what 
power  is  given  to  every  one  to  make  the  happi¬ 
ness  he  docs  not  find.  There  is  no  asperity  in 
his  views  of  human  nature.  He  elsewhere  de¬ 
clares,  that  in  hia  long  acquaintance  with  men,  be

It  was  adop¬ 
ted  in  Fiance  under  King  Pepin,  and  fully  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  reign  of  Charlemagne.  The  custom 
of  beginning  the  year  on  the  fisrt  of  January,  com¬ 
menced  in  Franco  in  1564.

them.  The  very  scarcity  of  Legal  business  iiidu- 1 
ces  many  to  cast  about,  and  to  aim  for  oflices, 
by  a  sacrafice  of  character,  which  when  obtained 
never  compensate  either  in  honor  or  money,  for 
the  loss  of  independence  necessary  to  obtain  them,  j 

It  is  not  lo  be  disguised,  that  many  young  men 
now  become  Lawyers,  not  because  they  expect  to 
profit  in  tho  profession,  but  because  that  profession 
opens  the  best  avenue  to  political  advancement,  j 
Such  young  men,  in  our  opinion,  miscalculate. 
First,  they  over-estimate  the  value  of  office,  and 
second,  the  profe.ssion  which  they  choose  is  not 
the  best  means  of  obtaining  it.  They  over-esti¬ 
mate  the  value  of  office,  for  political  honors  after 
proper  consideration,  will  be  found  to  bo  worthless  j 
in  comparison  with  many  honors  within  the  reach' 
of  their  ambition.  Let  us  reflect  for  a  moment,  j 
Political  honors  are  now  cheai) — as  cheap  as  mill-  j 
tary  honors — as  common  as  Captaincies  and  Lieu- ' 
tenancies  and  Ensignships.  Almost  every  body  j 
has  more  or  less  of  them.  Tlie  man  who-  goes  in-  j 
to  the  Legislature,  confers  a  favor  on  his  fellow 
citizens,  and  his  fellow  citizens  no  honor  on  him. 
Rotation  in  office  is  such  in  a  free  government, 
that  political  honors  are  within  the  posseaaion  of 
every  competent  man  sometime  during  his  life. 
Not  so,  however,  with  other  honors  ;  not  so  with 
the  honor  the  scholar  may  win,  or  with  that  honor 
the  pen  of  a  writer  may  force  even  from  a  reluc¬ 
tant  community, — not  so  with  the  honor  which 
the  eloquent  man  may  obtain  in  works  of  charity 
and  benevolence,  or  in  that  influence  which  he 
may  exercise  over  any  community  at  any  time. 

Often,  too  often,  wc  forget  tho  true  definition  of 
honor,  and  hence  take  wrong  means  for  obtaiiung 
it.  Rank  is  not  always  honor,  as  too  many  think, 
— seldom,  or  never,  in  a  free  country,  unless  sup-
